DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1 -6 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

-Claim 1 recites the limitation "a first AGC unit which controls a gain of the first 
broadcasting wave signal based on a level of the first broadcasting wave signal" It is unclear in 
the claim how the "gain" of the "first broadcasting wave signal" is obtained in the claimed 
receiver. 

As illustrated in figure 3, it is suggested the limitation to be changed to -- a first AGC 
unit which obtains and controls a gain of the first broadcasting wave signal based on a level of 
the first broadcasting wave signal-. 

-Similarly, in claim 1, the limitation "second AGC unit which controls a gain of the 
second broadcasting wave signal based on a level of the second broadcasting wave signal" is 
suggested to be changed to - second AGC unit which obtains and controls a gain of the second 
broadcasting wave signal based on a level of the second broadcasting wave signal-. 

-Similarly, in claim 6, the limitation "a first AGC process of controlling a gain of the first 
broadcasting wave signal based on a level of the first broadcasting wave signal" is suggested to 
be changed to ~a first AGC process of obtaining and controlling a gain of the first broadcasting 
wave signal based on a level of the first broadcasting wave signal-. 

-Similarly, in claim 6, the limitation "a second AGC process of controlling a gain of the 
second broadcasting wave signal based on a level of the second broadcasting wave signal" to be 
changed to — a second AGC process of obtaining and controlling a gain of the second 
broadcasting wave signal based on a level of the second broadcasting wave signal—. 
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Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims, depended on above claims, are therefore also objected. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-6 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the objection(s), set 
forth in this Office action.
